Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. In claim 4, the phrase "one or more slots for receiving a plurality of component parts" 
is indefinite if there is only one slot. Specifically, one slot cannot accommodate more than one 
component parts. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Anders (US 
5,398,823). Andres discloses a tool holder comprising a base 50 provided in an upper side with a 
slide slot. A plurality of seats 20 being provided with a slide block and a retaining portion with a 
retaining ball 46. A spring 40 urges the retaining ball. Any portion on the seat is considered an 
identification portion. 

4. Claims 1,3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lin (US 
5,645,177). Lin discloses a tool holder comprising a base 10 provided in an upper side with a 
slide slot. A plurality of seats 20 being provided with a slide block and a retaining portion with 
at least one slot for receiving a component part. Any portion on the seat is considered an 
identification portion.
